ers that steps be taken immediately 
to prevent flooding of the mines. 


The proposed meeting was cancell­ 
ed. 
As a result 
Britain’s preparation 
for industrial w arfare was speeded 
up. 
Thousands of soldiers were ru sh ­ 
ed to cam ps, food stores were g u ard ­ 
ed, further cuts in transportation were 
made und lightless nights were pro­ 
posed. 
The prem ier personally attem pted 
to persuade the 
miners to 
change 
their position. 
At a long conference 
this m orning Lloyd George used all 
the arts of argument at his command. 
The m iners declared they 
wish to 
reach an understanding with colliery 
owners and were willing to make con­ 
cessions but could not meet the prim ­ 
ary demand of owners. 
That demand was that before nego­ 
tiations be attempted safety workers 
should be installed at the mines to 
see that they were not flooded. 
Destruction of their 
property 
is 
their sole arguing power now they 
told the premier.

Prem ier Appeals to Boopic to \id 


Got eminent 


1’rcmier Lloyd George today appeal­ 
ed to tho British people to aid the 
governm ent through 
the 
industrial 
crisis precipitated by the coal strike. 
Lloyd George made the appeal in 
announcing to the house of commons 
the complete breakdown of negotia­ 
tions between miners and owners. 
“The government 
will use every 
m eans In its power to meet the situ ­ 
ation,’’ the premier declared. 
"It is relying on th** assistance of 
the great mass of British people.*' 
Lloyd George in his conference with 
the miners told them they were th rea t­ 
ening the life of the country. 
“T here will be nothing more left 
here than there is in Russia if you 
destroy the industries," he told them. 
"W here will the miners go if Hrit- 
ain becomes only a home Ber cu lti­ 
vators of the soil ?“ 
Railroad men called for a confer­ 
ence with transportation w orkers to­ 
day to determ ine on more effective 
methods of aiding th*- miners. 
The 
two groups with the m iners form the 
“triple alliance". 
There were fears 
that they would declare a sym pathet­ 
ic st i ike.
